A CAMPAIGN OF FALSEHHOD 

The opponents of the present methods of grain market¬ 
ing arc using freely the weapons of abuse and misrepre 
seiitat.on in endeavors to discredit the grain trade, to force 
their own policies upon the country and to obtain an un¬ 
fair a:1 vantage for the Pools at the country clexatoi pjints. 

THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE TRUE: 

1. The Western Pools are and have been since their 
inception, members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. They 
continually use the facilities of the Exchange for the 
benefit of their customers. 

2. When representatives of the grain trade were called 
upon to give adlvice to the Dominion Government in 193-> 
concerning the establishment of a Wheat Board, they Bp 
peared publicly before a Parliamentary (ommil.ee. On 
that occasion, as the first witness called, they advised the 
Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to provide a mini¬ 
mum price for the protection of farmers and to use every 
available channel to market Canadian wheat and to main¬ 
tain Canada’s place in the wheat markets of the world. 

The representatives of the Western Pools, on the same 
occasion demanded the Wheat Board Bill in its original 
form under which no provision was made for a minimum 
price but only for the establishment of a compulsory 
marketing system. 

3. The Winnijieg Grain Exchange is one in tlie chain off 
world's grain markets. It is a meeting place for all buyers 
and se!'-. rs of grain. The grain trade has no quarrel with 
those who think a better method can lie found, but up to 
late no one has discovered a method of marketing that 
will better ser.-e the interests of the farmer. 

4. It is the interest of the grain trade that the farmer 
should obtain the best possible price Car his product and 
the maximum Government support in the hour of his need. 

The interest of the grain tradtf is not thu s at variance 
with that of grain growers; on the contrary, the grain 
trade realizes keenly that the prosperity- of agriculture is 
csesential * 0 the well-being of the Dominion and of all its 
industries. _ including their own- 

5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool 
elevator company, designs to make profit from thq fluctua¬ 
tion off grain prices, - hich are deteimined by numerous 
cause.-, that are not and cannot be controlled by the grain 
trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools. 

G. As ha s been stated before on numerous occasions, 
in the plainest possible terms, tha grain trade and the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange have made no representations 
to the Government against the fixing of a high minimum 
price ror in favour of the dis establishment of the Wheat, 
Board cr the curtailment off its activities. 

THE FOLLOWING QUOTED STATEMENTS ARE FALSE 

1. The Western Producer, which is the organ of the 
Saskatchewan Pool, stales in its issue of September 10 
193G, that the Government has decreed the death of tlie 
Wheat Board and thereby has complied with the express 
desire ofl the grain trade. THIS IS FALSE. The grain 
trade lias exresscd no such desire. 

2. The same paper, in the same issue, states, “The 
work of a generation is to be scuttled and if it s present 
intentions are carried out next year, and for many years 
thereafter, the farmers, if they have a crop, are to be 
thrown to the wolves of the Grain Exchange.” This 
statement is merely abusive and its implications libellous 
If it is intended to mean that the members of the Giain 
Exchange, which comprises all the elevator companies 
(including the Pools), the mills and merhants, both 
foreign and domestic, who compete tor the sale of the 
Western Canadian crop, are organized for the purpose, not 
of service to the producer but to prejudice hig interest, 
this statement is not only false but must be known to be 
false to the editoi and owners of this paper- 

3. The following statement is contained in a circular 
forwarded to various organizations thioughout Western 
Canada by the Saskatchwan Provincial President of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation: "The Government, 
bv netting the pegged price at H7'/aC., basis',No- 1 Nor. Fort 
William —73c. to the farmer—-has taken money from you 
and given it to the Grain Exchange." This statement is 
fjlse and cm only b-> based upon complete ignorance or 
extr.m..- ma'iee. No line elevator company, any more than 
any Pool elevator, designs to make any profit from the 
fluctuations of grain prices. The grain trade challenges 
the gentleman who made this statement to explain it and 
to prove it. It is inconceivable that the Western Pools 
and the elevator companies who have served the producer 
of Western Canada for so many years, efficiently anil 
honourably, should be willing to continue to belong to an 
institution which ig organized for any such evil purpose. 

4. The pumerous statements being made thioughout 
the country by propagandists that the grain trad e is 
desirous of anything but the welfare of the farmer, or has 
brought pressure upon th e Government with reference to 
the Wheat Board or the wheat policy of Canada, is untrue. 

NOTE: It is understood that a Commission will shortly 
inquire into tin grain marketing system. Th e grain trade 
invites those who have made the above statements and 
similar misrepresentations of fact, to appear Lefore the 
Commission and support their statements by evidence and 
argument.
